INTRODUCTIONS. 


HE few words that constitute an introduction are as 
cabalistic in their nature as the-famous Open Sesame 

of the fairy tale. Few natural barriers, truly remarks the 
Imperial Review, are stronger than those artificial barriers. 
with which insular people surround themselves, Cicero 


tells us, that in the old Latin the same word signifies | 
stranger and enemy, and the average Englishman | 
naturally regards every man in the light of a cad until he | 
| has proved himself to be a gentleman, A lady and a | 
gentleman may know each other perfectly well by sight, | 


but mountains rise between them, and seas roll, until 
some essentially commonplace individual, in every point 
of view inferior to cither, may utter the phrase of incanta- 
tion which may gradually lead on to intimacy, or to 
marriage itself, Asa whole, society has every reason to 
bo satisfied with its modes of. introduction, although it 
could be wished that commonplace people should not 
always so rigorously bind thomselves by the mera_ letter 
of the conventional rule. An introduction may bo either a 
very slight or a very important matter; bt 
slight ‘or important, a kind of system is being formed

No Wuiren Lace.—Lace, a correspondent states, may be 
restored to its original whiteness by first ironing it slightly, and

oiled in a solution of soap and water for 15 minutes, then well 
rinsed in lukewarm water, and finally dipped in water contain- 
ing a slight proportion of starch. ‘l'ho lace is then taken from 
the bag and stretched on pins to dry. 

Sroves anp Ovens.—Black lead-is a great institution in this 
country, and probably few but cooks and housemaids would 
eare to seo its use diminished. It certainly has its recommen- 
dations, but it can hardly be said to be ornamental, while it 
entails an immense amount of labour on our servants, . In 
(xermany, where a stove and sort of kitchen-range is cortinu~ 
ally to be found in the common. sitting-reom of a respcetiable 
family, the unsightliness seems to have been felt, and a sugges~ 
iion has been made to do away with the black letd,’ and paint 
the stoves and ovens. Oil paint, of course, cannot be employed, 
but water glass (silicate of potash) coloured with pigment to 
match the paint of the apartment, is the material recommended, 
Before this is applied the iron must be thoroughly cleansed 
from grease, and ail rust spots must be rubbed off witha scratch 
brush. ‘I'wo or three coats of the paint may then be put on 
and allowed to dry, after which the fire may be lighted without 
fear of injury to the colour, which may, ™ edd, be heated to 
redness. Grease or milk apilt over the paint hag.no effect upon 
it, and it may be kept clean by, washing, with soap and water.

Stop them fre- 
quently, to get bushy growths, Cut down cinerarias that have 
bloomed, and plant the stools for offsets, Cut in polargoniums 
that have flowered, and strike the best of the cuttings, Cal- 
ceolarias coming into bloom should have a shady part of the 
house, and the pots plunged in moss. Camellias should be kept 
warm and moist, to induce a quick growth of now wood; those 
that have made their'young shoots should have air by degrees, 
preparatory to turning them out for the summer. Keep the

The following general hints may be useful to many readers : 
Roses may be budded on wild stocks; azaleas, calceolarias, 
pelargoniums, fuchsias, myrtles, and other shrubs may be 

ropagated, the earlier in the month the better. Sow mignonette 
‘or in-door winter blooming. Quick-growing annuals may be 
sown in moist places for blooming in September. Thin out 
superfluous branches on dahlias, salvias, and hydrangeas. Cut 
down pelargoniums that have done blooming, and put in the 
best cuttings for striking, Nail up the straggling shoots of 
creepera, and clip box edgings where necessary. 

~ Indoors, look after green fly, and fumigate if necessary. 
Give plenty of air and water. “Nip off the flower buds of any 
plants that you require for late autumn blooming.

Stake at tho 
samo time and shade from sun, and sprinklo with water fre- 
quently till rooted. 

Geranrums.1n Bzps.—~Avoid watering if possible, after the 
first dose to settle the earth about them, «They will root deeper 
and do better in the end. Pot-plants want plenty of water, 
and if leggy pinch out the tops and give a shift, and plenty of 
side-shoots and blooms will follow to the end of the season, 

Hortynocks.—Stake at once, and tie in as soon as the stems 
are tall enough, and frequently look at the ties to see they 
do not cut their swelling-stems. Heavy manuring in the firat 
instance is proferable to watering with liquid manure, but in 
poor soila liquid manuro may be used abundantly.
